It is satisfactory to be assured that the 
authorities are now in possession of a mass 


: of information regarding the serious question 


of the, housing of Nongkong’s population, 
‘That the matter has been, shelved far too 
long:no one can deity, and now, that’ Prof. 
Simpson and Mr. Q, Cuapwick have sub- 
mitted’ their report, together with. a dralt, 
Bill, having forits object the avoidance of the 
necessity for further sanitary legislation,” for 
the next few years, the subject should ‘be. 
pressed forward without loss:of tiie, The 
necessity for such a. measure is gencrally 
admitted, and it, must be ‘acknowledged 
that the draft submiited by these two 
eminent experis speaks. well for the ‘care 
with which the Bill-is framed. Ofcourse, it 


is probable that a few amendnients will have | 


to. be made inthe draft before it becomes law, 
but after a careful perusal of: the document, 
there ‘appears little to which reasonable 
objection ‘can be taken. Many. important 
changes are advocated, the most noteworthy 
being provision in ‘the constitution of the 
Sanitary Board for a commissioner, who 
should be a medical man, specially trained 
and skilled in Sanitary affairs, and respon- 


‘| sible 6 the Government for the ‘efficient 


administration of the Department. 

. . In order to preserve a majority ‘of. unoffi- 
cial members on the Board, Prof, Siaipson 
Land Mr; Cuapwick state’ that they have 
been “reluctantly compelled. to provide 
‘that the Medical Officer of Health should 
cease (0 bé a member of the Board, his seat 
being taken by the Sanitary Commissioner, 
although we consider that the services of the 


present "Medical Officer of Health on the | 


Board have been invaluable.” They urge 
that he should attend’ the meetings’ as’ the 
Board's professional adviser and chief execu- 
tive officer, and point out that care has been 


‘| taken not to encroach in any way upon the 
powers of the Board, as they consider that’
